Scorr having been re- 
served by the GoTeaaoa for Hue Hi- 
mrT't anr iii, the noble SacaKitnt ava 
thi Colin iia hat aignifted, in a dtapatch 
received by Hi a Rufllkuct nnc* the 
prorogation of Council, that inch aiaenl 
will he wilhbeld, on ite gruuud, we are 
credibly informed, that Lurd Staklhv'. 
with -i lo the compoaition of the Corre- 
sponding Committee he* not been complied 
with. Now, if guch be Ihe caae, we 
icarcet) know in what terms to eipress 
our sense of hit Lordihip't conduct. Thai 
tuch a ntiuiiler at SrsNi.gr, arrogant, 
imperiout, and dictatorial, in nearly all 
his official proceedings, ih old hare dared 
lo pnicribe to the Council, in g wafer 
peeuliarly their i Wn, vra* not surprising ; 
but that Karl Oarr, who has ever been 
ft. re moat in denanuclng tjrnnnj in all 
it* formi, and in crying up tbe pteeioua- 
net of popular rigbti, from the irapeiial 
legiitaturt dowu lo the prltie*t munici- 
pality, should hare followed in the wake 
of thai haughty predrceraor, and have given 
practical efltcl lo hit arbitrary menace*, 
does certainly ire in at range and 
inrontiitent in Ihe highest degree.

roe the defendant il wait contended, thai the 
Sheriff had conveyed only Dytt't then right 
and interest ; whleh consisted in a rent charge 
or annuity meiely, uikd not the land— but that, 
in to far as be lud conmyed (or the bill of 
ssla had purported to convey ) the land, il was 
subject expressly (o the defendant's con- 
vrytnet , and la oreforw that the lultcr'a title 
waa distinctly- saved.
